The foursome of the same date 
is devoted to Taiwan cultured 
orchids: 20c, Phalaenopsis amab- 
ilis; 40c, Laelia-cattleya; $1.40, 
Cyenoches chlorochilon klotzsch; 
and $3, Dendrobium phalaenop- 
sis. A large number of first day 
covers was made for each set, 
according to government reports.

UN Details FD Procedure For 
April 14 “Central Hall” Pair; 
FD Figures On Atomic Energy 


The UN Postal Administration has announced that the first 
day of issue of the stamps depicting the site of the first UN Gen- 
eral Assembly, Central Hall, Westminster, London, will be April 14. 

The stamp, photographs of which have already beén released, 
are.the second commemorative set of 1958, and the first in a series 
of stamps to be issued depicting the various buildings in which 
sessions of. the UN General Assembly have been held. The pair 
will be issued in 3c blue and 8c purple denominations. The com- 
mon design is by Olav Mathiesen of Denmark, who is with the UN 
Graphic~Presentation Unit. 

Central Hall was opened 
1912, and is near Westminster | 
Abbey. It was built in the paro-| 
que style, and the architect was! 
E. A. Rickards. It is used reg-| 
ularly for religious services, con- 
certs, conferences, public meet- 
ings and exhibitions. It was in) 
this hall that the plenary meet- | 
ings of the first part of the first 
session of the UN General Assem- 
bly were held in 1946; and this 
is commemerated by a plaque on 
the outside of the building. 

The stamps are printed by the 
American Bank Note Co., of New 
York. They will be vertical, and 
measure 27 x 33mm perforation 
to perforation. They will be is- 
sued in sheets of 50, with margi- 
nal.inscriptions appearing twice 
at the top and twice at the bot- 
tom of each sheet. On the 3c} 
sheet the marginal inscription 
reads “Central Hall London 
1958”. Similar wording in French 
is on the 8c value. 
The 3c bears the words “Cen- 
tral Hall London General As- 
sembly 1946”, and these words in 








in —_— appear on the 8c. Print- 
ing quantities of 5,000,000 3c and 
4,000,000 8c stamps have been or- 
dered from the manufacturer. 
Printing will be by the steel en- 
graving process. 

The Central Hall stamps will 
be placed on sale at face value at 
UN Headquarters, N. Y. and at 
the UN European Office in Gene- 
va at the prices established for 
that office. In London, the stamps 
will be available to dealers only 
against payment in sterling. 

Detailed instructions as to the 
procedure to be followed for ob- 
taining first day covers of the 
new stamps are: 

1. First day service is given 
only at Headquarters, New York, 
against payment in US dollars. 

2. Persons desiring first day 
cancellations of the stamps may 
send a reasonable number of ad- 
dressed unstamped envelopes to 
the UN Postal Administration, 
United Nations, New York, | 

3. The outside envelope must 
be clearly marked “First Day

A beautifully engraved view of 
San Marino dominates the new 
500 Lire adhesive issued by that 
tiny republic on February 27, ac- 
cording to P. Ostrow, of Burling- 
ton, Vt. 

The new stamp, designed by A. 
Frailich and engraved by A. 
Quieti, shows the Sammarinese 
“rock” in gray, with the back- 
ground mountains in pale green. 
Identifiable in clear detail are the 
Municipal Palace, the Basilica, 
the broadcasting tower and other 
public structures. An inscription 
at the bottom reads, quite ap- 
propriately, “Veduta Panoramica” 
(Panoramic View). 

It will be noted that two new 
names are presented on the 
stamp. Neither Sig. Frailich nor 
Sig. Quieti has previously been 
identified with any Italian, Vatt- 
can or Sammarinese stamps.

Have you ever thought of Revenue Stamps? Have you ever 
‘thought what a tremendous field they offer? Do you know that 
there are far more varieties of Revenue stamps to collect than there 
» are postage stamps? This is true of the United States as well as of 
most foreign countries.

Do you also know that a great many of the states have issued 
what are equivalent to the Federal Government Duck stamps, in 
that they are called Hunting stamps or Fishing stamps? A great 
many collectors who have bought the Duck stamps for years past 
now are picking up these state game issues. 

Revenues are a wonderful field. You can go into the issues 
listed by Scott or you can go wholly outside the Scott ‘catalog and 
find many distinct fields that will interest you. You can find other 
collectors who are in the same field and through exchange and cor- 
respondence you can have an endless amount: of fun. 

You might be surprised at how many people are collecting For- 
eign Revenues as well. You can get in touch with this group if you 
want to get into this fascinating field. Foreign revenues are in 
some countries an especially interesting and attractive field. The 
stamps come in large and unusual sizes and make a very attractive 
showing. 

If you want to learn more about this field, as well as about 

‘ those who collect the fiscals, you should get in touch with the 
American Revenue Association. This society has several hundred 
members, issues its own monthly magazine, The American Rev- 
enuer, and is active in promoting its specialty. Articles by leading 
writers are printed — it also carries advertising offering revenues 
“of the world, offers of trade and exchange and other matter of in- 
terest. It has always been the policy of Linn’s Weekly Stamp

When we see or hear of’ something in the philatelic line that is 

truly remarkable we feel that we should tell our readers for only 
in that way will some of them ever know the true facts. People 
are often lax in trying new products and frequently must be ad- 
vised in a manner other than through the advertising of the manu- 
facturer.

While it does not concern 
United States philately, I'd like 
to do a few paragraphs about a 
philatelic event of March 6. The 
date, of course, will strike some 
readers at once as being the first 
anniversary of the Republic of 
Ghana, and: the day of issue for 
a set of four commemoratives 
which that nation released to 
mark this great historical event. 

Manfred Lehmann, head of the 
Ghana Philatelic Agency in the 
United States (sells to dealers 
only) sponsored a_ celebration 
luncheon to which various phil- 
atelic and political personages 
were invited. This was held at 
the Essex House in New York 
City on March 6. 

It was my privilege to be one 
of the guests, and later, to spend 
a couple of hours with Mr. Leh- 
mann in his Wall St. offices dis- 
cussing the operation of the 
Agency, and the policies of the 
Ghana Postal Administration. The 
luncheon was an outstanding suc- 
cess gastronomically, philatelical- 
ly and politically — I am sure 
all of us knew a lot more of a 
factual nature about the coun- 
try and its stamps than ever be- 
fore. 

The Ghanian policy as it was 
interpreted provided for several 
desirable things — 1) There will 
be sufficient quantities of each 
issue to meet all demands. There 
will be no rationing; 2) The pro- 
gram of new issues will be a con- 
servative one with only meritor- 
ious events getting recognition; 3) 
All special issues (this does not 
include the regulars) will be on 
sale for a period of from six 
weeks to three months after 
which they will be withdrawn. 
This will give every dealer a 
reasonable time in which to place 
orders; 4) There is no philatelic 
agency which will make sales 
directly to collectors either in 
Ghana itself, or in the United 
States. The government regrets 
this, but being a new nation with 
many more vital problems than 
selling stamps to collectors, it 
must wait for more favorable 
times. _ 

Had the pleasure of seeing a

What is different about his item 
is that it is a double postal card 
which on the message one had 
the slogan “GIVE RED CROSS 
FUND” and a cross, and the 
above on the reply paid half. A 
“two-shot” bit of Red Cross pub- 
licity. Incidentally, if you can 
contribute blood, or finances, the 
Red Cross will make excellent 
use of either. 


James C. Smith, postmaster at 
Pittsburgh, Pa. believes, “that if 
there were more talk of Amer- 
icanism, then there would be less 
need for talk of Communism”, 
an observation I can buy all the 
way. 

He believes that we should 
supplement the 4c United States 
Flag stamp of 1957 with one 


allegiance, or if not the entire 
pledge, those words which spell 
out our way of living here, “with 
liberty and justice for all’. 

If you, or your clubs, philatelic 
and otherwise, think a Pledge of 
Allegiance stamp is a good idea 
say so to PMG Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield, Post Office Department, 
Washington 25, D.C.

The city 
of Prescott, Ariz. was named in 
his honor. In the planning stage 
are special events by the Library 
of Congress and various historical 
societies for the anniversary. 

Efforts are being made to have 
the three countries mentioned 
above, as well as the United 
States, to mark the centenary of 
his death with a stamp or stamps. 


On March 21, 22 and 23 I will 
be in Cleveland, Ohio for the an- 
nual March Party of the Gar- 
field-Perry Stamp Club. This car- 
ries extra importance since it will 
also be the place of the first mid- 
year session of the American 
Philatelic Society. The G-P event 
is known throughout the country 
as one of the top*of its kind. 

There will be a first rate ex- 
hibition by the members, a fine 
bourse, an auction, banquet and 
entertainment, and some special 
APS doings. I have been invited 
to be one of the judges. Hope to 
see some of you there. 


About the middle of last No- 
vember I received_a copy of the 
“Mackinac Bridge Souvenir Edi- 
tion” of the Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich. The Evening News. The 
wrapper was badly torn and I 
never did know whom to thank. 
I found out the other day — 
Erich H. Werner of St. Ignace, 
who lives in one of the two cities 
where the bridge terminates. 

He tells me that there are no 
more copies of it and that they 
were very scarce to start with. I 
mention the paper because it has 
a tremendous amount of practical 
and historical reading and pic- 
tures about the bridge and the 
Straits area. A number of the 
pictures could be used to pre- 
pare first day souvenirs while all 
the write-up of the coming stamp 
could be gathered hundreds of 
times over from the news col- 
umns. 

Should you get up that way 
you will find copies of the paper 
in the libraries of Mackinac City, 
St. Ignace and Sault Ste. Marie.

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Three Girls 
On Pitcairn Island 


Betty Christian 


Mr. McCoy, our Public Relations Officer, has asked me to write 
an article about stamps and Pitcairn Island for the boys and girls 
of America. It is lunch time in school and as I have a few minutes 
to spare, I think I might as well get started, if nothing else. I hard- 
ly know what to write. “e 

In 1787, H. M. S. “Bounty” set sail from Spithead, England, 
bound for Tahiti to procure a thousand breadfruit plants which 
were to be taken to the West Indies to provide food for slaves. On 


| her way home Fletcher Christian raised the men up against Cap- 
|tain Bligh who was unspeakably cruel, The results: Mutiny! Cap- 
|tain Bligh and eighteen loyal followers were cast adrift in a small 
| launch. With few provisions, they were left to the mercy of the sea. 


Fletcher Christian, now in command, took the ship back to Ta- 


| hiti, where the men married and settled, expecting a life of happi- 


ness and ease. Within a year a British ship was sighted. The mut- 
ineers well knew what to expect if they were caught. They would 
have their last glimpse of life hanging from a yardarm. 

Fletcher Christian at once ordered the men who had declared 
for him, with their wives, to get aboard the “Bounty”; and so with 
nine mutineers, six Polynesian men, and twelve women, the ship 
left Tahiti forever to search for an island so little known the arm 
of justice would never reach them. 

In 1790 the mutineers and their following settled on our island, 
Pitcairn. Their refuge was discovered in 1808 by Captain Folger, 
of the American vessel “Topaz”. 

Maybe you now more about the history of Pitcairn than I do. I 
never paid much attention to it until I saw the movie, ‘Mutiny on 
the Bounty”. I have seen it four times now, and would like to see 
it again. It is most interesting to us who are descendants. Fletcher 
Christian must have been a superman. I didn’t think much of him 
before but after I saw this film and read the book, I changed my 
mind. I never realized before how cruel Captain Bligh was. Roger 
Byam was very good too. I could name a lot that I like and dis- 
like, but it isn’t necessary. Tahiti was a beautiful place. My father 
has been there and likes it very much. Dad is the fifth generation 
from Fletcher Christian. 

-Two of my girl friends have promised to write something too. 
One is Leona Young. She is a Pitcairn Islander and is 13 years old. 
The other girl is our school teacher’s daughter. Her name is Anne 
Wotherspoon, and she is 13 years old and a New Zealander. Anne 
would especially like to have pen friends. 

Anne and Leona will have to get going on their articles for 
Linn’s magazine. I am sure they will be able to write something 
interesting (if they try). We three girls are getting on quite well 
with our correspondence courses but we are behind in math. We 
have lots of fun working by ourselves. 

Mr. Wotherspoon will take a picture of us. A ship is calling to- 
morrow so I hope to be able to buy a film and get the photos 
taken. I will try to get a picture of Mr. and Mrs. McCoy too. 

Our 2d stamp shows a picture of Fletcher Christian and the 
Bounty Bible. The Bible is kept in our church. It is at the back 
where everyone can see it. In 1950 the Hartford Connecticut Li- 
brary restored it to Pitcairn, for which our people will be forever 
grateful. The Bible was the only book which was saved from the 
“Bounty”, and our ancestors got all their learning from this one 
book. The 2d stamp is really an expression of appreciation to the 
United States for their generosity. , 

Our 4d stamp shows the Pitcairn school. It was built in 1948-49. 
All the building materials and three first-class Indian tradesmen 
were sent by the Fiji government. A teacher’s residence was also 
built. Pitcairn men, with the three Indians in charge, made up-to- 
date buildings with all modern conveniences. 

School starts at 7:30 a.m., and finishes at 1:30 p.m. for the Pri- 
mary division. The four High School girls have half an hour extra. 

Before the “Bounty’s” time, there must have been inhabitants 
on Pitcairn because you can still see carvings in the rock cliffs at 
several places, and stone implements may be found all over. In 
June of 1856 all of the inhabitants moved to Norfolk Island. and 
for three years the island was uninhabited. Then two families re- 
turned, and a year later three more families came back. The present 
natives are all descedants of these five families. We have very few 
visitors and no outsiders are allowed to settle here. 

Souvenirs are made by young and old. The women and girls 
weave baskets, hats, fans, wall pockets and make grass skirts. Men 
and boys carve fish, birds, vases, and make walking sticks, fancy 
boxes, etc. On holidays we go for swims, fish off the rocks, gather 
fruit, have picnics and go for walks. There is always plenty to do 
to keep busy. 

Life on the Island has -changed greatly since 1790, and now we 
are all proud of our heritage and of our home, Pitcairn Island.

Stamps And Coins 
Missing From Estate 


A collection of stamps and 
coins valued at about $100,000 is 
reported missing from the estate 
of the late Mrs. Estella E. Wil- 
liamson, of Pottstown, Pa. She 
died last November 8, and her 
sister, Mrs. Hazel McCarthy who 
is both beneficiary and execu- 
trix of the estate, reports the 
loss. 

The account as submitted by 
Walter Brooke, Boyertown, Pa., 
indicates that Mrs. Williamson 
was known to have had an ex- 
tensive showing of U. S. and 
world stamps and coins, kept in a 
locked chest in her apartment. 
Of the estimated $70,000 in 
stamps and $30,000 in coins she 
reportedly had, only about $2200 
of stamps and one small gold 
piece have been found. 

Deelers and _ collectors’ are 
urged to watch for suspicious 
offerings of such material, and 
to notify the authorities or Mrs. 
|McCarthy at 645 High St., Potts- 
town, Pa., of any suspicious of- 
ferings. She is posting rewards

Ghana First Anniversary 
Observed In New York 


The first anniversary of the independence of the new African 
nation of Ghana was observed in New York City on March 6 at an 
Essex House luncheon. The host was the Ghana Philatelic Agency, 
Inc., distributors of the postal issues of the young republic. Manfred 
R. Lehmann, president of the Agency, presented sets of the anni- 
versary stamp issue to those present and also discussed the philatelic 





interests of the country. 

Henry Goodkind, editor of the 
Collectors Club _ publications, 
New York, was chairman of the 
elaborate affair. Ernest A. Kehr, 
philatelic editor of the New York 
Herald-Tribune and_ widely 
known author was a guest speak- 
er, as also was S. Arkhurst, 
head of the Ghana Mission in 
New York City. Among the 
prominent philatelic figures pres- 
ent were Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News feature contributors Frank 
and Walter A. Warner and edi- 
tor Carl P. Rueth. 

During and immediately fol- 
lowing the luncheon, considerable 
background material was made 
available to the philatelic press 
on the entire situation surround- 
ing the past antl present methods 
of marketing the stamps of the 
popular African nation. 

For many years, as the Crown 
Colony of the Gold Coast, its 
emissions were handled through 
the Crown Agents in London and 
their branch in Washington, D. C. 
(for American trade). The post 
office in Accra also operated a 
modest bureau for making sales 
to collectors who preferred to 
deal directly with the then 
colony. 

This arrangement worked suc- 
cessfully—for the Gold Coast 
colony. But once the independ- 
ence of the area became estab- 
lished, the sudden huge and en- 
tirely uexpected demand for the 
overprinted Gold Coast issues and 
the subsequent quartet showing 
Dr. Nkrumah, the prime minis- 
ter, produced confusion and seri- 
ous problems. For example, the 
handling of the Dr. Nkrumah set 
left both the post office depart- 
ment and a number of collectors 
in an unpleasant frame of mind. 
Knowing that the country’s en- 
tire philatelic future lay in the 
balance, the government of 
Ghana took the -unprecedented 
action which has already proved 
to be both wise and acceptable 
philatelically. It decided to es- 
tablish a philatelic agency abroad, 
preferably in New York which is 
the center of the world’s stamp 


longer be used. 

From among several applicants 
a firm headed by Manfred 
Lehmann who already had busi- 
ness contacts with Ghana was au- 
thorized to establish the Ghana 
Philatelic Agency in New York 
City. Furthermore, he was not a 
professional stamp dealer and 
thus would be a neutral figure 
within the field. 

The Ghana Philatelic Agency 
now has its headquarters at 91 
Wall St., New York, N.Y. It re- 
cently appointed Stanley Gibbons 
Ltd., 391 Strand, London, Eng- 
land as its sub-agents for Great 
Britain and British Common- 
wealth countries, with the excep- 
tion of Canada. 

Decisions as to issues, denomi- 
nations, etc., are made by the 
Ghana cabinet in Accra, presided 
over by the Prime Minister. B. 
Yeboah-Afari, Minister of Com- 
munications, then instructs the 
Department of Posts and Tele- 
communications (whose Director 
is F.E.B. Clark) to let tenders for 
the printing of the stamps, after 
designs have been approved by 
a special committee. 

Ghana’s policy is to commem- 
orate important events in the 
young nation’s history with spe- 
cial stamp issues which are like- 
ly to convey the meaning of 
these events to all Ghanians 
and friends of Ghana abroad. 
Thus, the inauguration of the 
famous Black Star Shipping Line 
—an enterprise sponsored jointly 
by the governments of Ghana 
and Israel, but whose ships are 
flying Ghana’s flag—was proper- 
ly honored with the now popular 
“Black Star Line” set. 

These stamps _ incidentally, 
were printed by the E. A. Wright 
Bank Note Co. of Philadelphia, 
Pa. This was a memorable event 
because it was the first time a 
British Commonwealth country 
ever had such work performed 
in the United States. 

The issue consisted of only 
200,000 complete sets, and after 
the printing was completed, the

Force, 3c Shipbuilding, 8c Mag- 
saysay, 3c La Fayette, 3c Whoop- 
ing Crane and 3c Religious Free- 
dom. 

Unlike past years, when all 














are considerably longer than we 
have been accustomed to seeing. 

Toward the end of the year 
another stamp came out, again 
differing from what we had seen 
before. This time it was the 3c 
Whooping Crane, printed in three 
colors in a natural Wildlife scene. 
Only one plate number was used 
to each sheet. It received such 
an unusual reception throughout 
the entire country that two ad- 
ditional plates (total of six) had 
to be used to fill the demand for 
the striking adhesives. 


The rich and wide variety of 
the special issues in one single 
year created the greatest inter- 
est in plate numbers and stamps 
for many years in the past. Look- 
ing broadside across 1957, cen- 
tering was rather satisfactory on 
the Hamilton, Architects, Steel, 
Oklahoma, Jamestown, Teachers, 
La Fayette, and Religious Free- 
dom. 

Polio was fairly well centered 
on the first four numbers, but 
far from that on the last four.

regularity, 1957 produced many 
varieties as to color, plate num- 
bers and denominations. We had 
ten 3c commems with four plate 
numbers each, all printed in sin- 
gle color. 

The eleventh, the 3c Polio, was 
originally destined to have four 
numbers, but to help the Anti- 
Polio campaign an _ additional 
printing was made with four 
more plates. Thus it became the 
first special issue with more than 
six plate numbers. since the 
NATO of 1952. 

An airmail commemorative for 
the Air Force came out in Au- 
gust, with four plate numbers, 
this being a 6c denomination. 
On July 4 we saw the first U. 
S. stamp printed in red and blue 
with one plate number for both 
colors. This was done on the new 
Giori press imported from Swit- 
zerland, Two plates and num- | 
bers were used for the printing! 
of this adhesive, and appropriate- | 
ly enough the subject was the 
American Flag. 

No other theme could possi- 
bly have greater appeal to the 
American public than this pic- 
ture of the Flag. Unfortunately 
the 4c denomination was a draw- 
back. It is a reasonable guess 
that the printing would have 
been completely absorbed had it 
been of 3c value instead. 

At that time it was still antici- 
pated that the first-class postal 
rate would be changed by Con- 
gress from 3c to 4c. Since the 
3c rate remained, fewer stamps 
were sold. The plate block be- 
came rather difficult to obtain 
since it necessitated disposal of 
46 unwanted 4c stamps from 
every sheet. : ; 
It will be remembered that the 
Teachers stamp, which came out 
July 1 was prepared with four 
plates in both 3c and 4c denom- 
inations, awaiting the possible 
change in postal rates. Since the 
3c rate remained in effect, the 
4c plates made up for this item

Another new type of stamp 
came out in August, this time 
in three colors. This was the 
Magsaysay, honoring the first of 
a series of Champions of Liber- 
ty, as suggested by President 
Eisenhower. The subject was the 
late President Ramon Magsay- 
say, of the Philippines. 

The newcomer was an 8c de- 
nomination, printed in three eol- 
ors, but this time with two plate 
numbers on each sheet. The same 
new Giori press did the job 
again, but now it became _ in- 
finitely less complicated to as- 
semble a complete set of all plate 
numbers and positions than we 
had experienced with the two- 
color combination issues of the 
past — Yorktown, Ked Cross of 


1931, and similar bicolored 
stamps. 
The Ramon Magsaysay had 


two plate numbers in blue and 
two in ocher, for a maximum of 
four different combinations. 

The unusual feature of this 
stamp was its size, being 1%4x 
14% inch from one end of the 
perforations to the other. It was 
printed in sheets of 48, six 
stamps across and eight down, 
for a total of 48 per sheet with 
a face value of $3.84. The sheets

The fact that this pictorial issue 
remained on sale for only five 
weeks undoubtedly has a good 
deal to do with this popularity. 

New York collectors are aj| 
cagey lot and can often almost 
“smell” market trends before the | 
dealers do. 

We believe that Ghana’s phila- 
telic-agency which received such | 
a merciless drubbing in the} 
British and American press has 
gone a long way towards estab- 
lishing collectors’ confidence by 
its handling of the two emissions 
so far distributed by it, the 
“Black Star Line” set and now 
the Independence Anniversary is- 
sue. 

The distribution of both has 
been fair and_ efficient, but 
whether this will satisfy the Lon- 
don stamp journal which has led 
the anti-Ghana campaign remains 
to be seen. This important pub- 
lication still can not refrain from 
a little dig or two in every is- 
sue and while its motives are 
surely the most lofty, the fact 
remains that the dire predictions 
of impending “highway robbery” 
have thus far not materialized. 


Speaking of the “Black Star 
Line” set of three, retail prices 
in New York are nudging rapidly 
towards the $2 level and any 
further delay in acquiring it, if 
you collect or intend to collect 
the postage stamps of Ghana, is 
going to cost more money. Only 
about 175,000 sets exist, in our 
opinion well over two. thirds of 
this quantity are in mint condi- 
tion, so used sets are an even bet- 
ter bet. 

As for the “on-again-off-again” 
three QEII mystery values (2d, 
242d and 4d Gold Coast with 
March 6, 1957 Independence over- 
print), we must reemphasize the 
importance of acquiring these 
items with clear legible summer 
of 1957 postmarks — if possible, 
on original entire covers. 

Once the full story of these 
three “unissued” stamps is known 
the cancellation date will prob- 
ably be the sole determining fac- 
tor of each copy’s true value. 
Perhaps some of the dealers who 
are making a specialty of Ghan- 
ian will spend the _ necessary 
time and effort on some thor- 
ough-going research on this baf- 
fling trio and pass on their find- 
ings in their house organs.

Dawson, Jr. of Houston, Texas 
graciously provided some addi- 
tional points on Argentinian bases 
in the British Falkland Islands 
Dependencies. He writes: 
“In_your column ‘British Em- 
pire Review’ in Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News of March 3, 1958, 
you ask if any reader can enlight- 
en you as to the exact location 
of Argentinian Antarctic bases 
‘General Belgrano’ and ‘Teniente 
Camara’. 

“These bases are shown on the 
National Geographic Society’s 
map of Antarctica issued in Sep- 
tember 1957, and also on United 
States Navy chart H.O. 16429A 
(Sth edition) which was also is- 
sued in September 1957. 

“General Belgrano’ is in Ant- 
arctica proper, at Latitude 77 de- 
grees 59 minutes S. and Longi- 
tude 38 degrees 44 minutes W., 
on the edge of the Filchner Ice 
Shelf which extends into the 
Weddell Sea off Edith Ronne 
Land. It is approximately twenty- 
five (25) miles from the United 
Kingdom’s Shackleton Station 
and approximately forty (40) 
miles from the United States’ 
Ellsworth Station. 

“‘Tenienta Camara’ is on Liv- 
ingston Island, one of the South 
Shetlands, at Latitude 62 degrees 
36 minutes S. and Longitude 59 
degrees 57 minutes W. 

“IT hope the above information 
will prove useful to you. I enjoy 
your column and have obtained 
from it some useful write-up ma- 
terial for my collection of Maps 
on Stamps. Please keep it up.” 

Many thanks, Mr. Dawson, for 
this valuable data and also for 
your nice comments.

Play the field! Get yourself big | 
space-printed albums, like the! 
Minkus Supreme Globals I use, or | 
Scott’s Internationals. Collect | 
anything and everything you can} 
lay your hands on. And don’t} 
just hinge ’em and forget ’em.! 
Find out as much as you can| 
about your stamps. Study them, | 
their catalog listings, the perti- 
nent literature and articles in the 
stamp press. 

Join your local stamp club and | 
GO to the meetings. Ask ques- 
tions! Lots of questions! Don’t be 
bashful or worry that “somebody 
will think I’m dumb.” Only the 
guys who don’t know much them- 
selves will take that tack. Believe 
me — the real experts like noth- 
ing better than to give of their} 
knowledge to someone who’s en-| 
thusiastic and genuinely interest- | 
ed.

Let me give you a couple of ex- 
amples. 

G. I. Wuncewuz drifted into 
collecting China, solely because 
he happened to be stationed there 
for a few months during World 
War II. Now, hundreds of seri- 
ous collectors are intensely inter- 
ested in Chinese philately. If 
you guessed that it is not the 
least complicated field in phil- 
ately, however, you would be 
about 108% correct. To do justice | 
requires quite a bit of study, in- | 
cluding willingness to learn to | 
decipher hundreds of Chinese | 





But our friend, no_ student, 
knows next to nothing about the 
Chinese language, history or cul- 
ture—and cares less. You might 
predict that he would eventually 
drop it and that, of course, is ex- 
actly what happened, after he 
had spent considerable time and 
money. 

I wish I could report that he 
found himself in one of many 
other philatelic fields more suited 
to his temperament, but I can’t. 
He dropped out entirely, goes 
fishing on weekends or refights 
the war with his neighbor. 

Another man of quite limited | 
means started collecting 19th | 
Century United States in a space- 
printed album, just because he 
happened to inherit a modest col- 
lection of them. A look at the 
catalog would quickly have 
shown him that, in general, this | 
is no field for a poor man. There 
are dozens and. dozens of major 
varieties which he can never 
hope to acquire. 

And, in passing, let’s have a 
moment of silence in memory of 
that apocryphal collector, with a 
mania for “completeness”, who 
strayed into collecting British 
Guiana! 

The best way to appreciate 
others’ collections comes as a re- 
warding by product of persever- 
ing at general collecting for some 
time. How can you appreciate 
excellence (or lack of it) in an- 
other collector’s display, unless 
you have acquired some knowl-| 





Take my friend Jim King. He 


it, too. His albums are beauti- 


interesting to look through. At 


least somewhat up-to-date in all 
fields. There are some other rea- 
sons even closer to home. 

First of all, you yourself some 
day may want to begin another 
specialty field. Whatever inter- 
est you have now chosen to con- 
centrate on, the day may come 
when you reach a point of dimin- 
ishing returns and will want to 
branch out elsewhere. Or maybe 
you'll want a sideline. 

Some of the most serious stu- 
dents in one field of philately 
deliberately carry on in a lighter 
vein elsewhere. One man I know, 
an eminent and respected morti- 
cian by. profession, is an avid stu- 
dent of 19th Century Austrian 
postal stationery. On the side, 
he delights in an extensive topi- 
cal collection of tombstones on 
stamps! 

Your general collection will 
provide the nucleus of any new 
venture (even tombstones). You 
won’t have to start from scratch 
at the then current market prices. 
Occasional mounting of stamps 
into your general* albums will 
germinate the ideas for a’ new 
field, or give you a new twist for 
your present specialty. Personal- 
ly, I use the big Supreme Global 
albums as a sort of well-organ- 
ized warehouse, adding general 
material as I get it, dipping in as 
necessary for the basis of some 
new project, 

In a very soft whisper (ssssh!) 
may I also suggest that working 
on your general albums occasion- 
ally will give a welcome “vaca- 


specialty. Although this idea may 
smack of treason to some dedi- 
cated philatelists, I think it’s true 
our interest can flag occasionally 
in any chosen field. 

My own major interest happens 
to lie in the stamps of Danzig. 
Sometimes, though, when my

Polish nationality. The truth is 
that Kosciusko was of Lithuanian 
descent and considered himself 
a Lithuanian. ‘ 
In his last will composed in 
Paris on June 28, 1806 Kosciusko 
wrote: 
“Know all men by these pre- 
sents that I, Thardo Kosciusko 
formerly an officer of the United 
States of America in their Revo- 
lutionary War against Great Brit- 
ain and a native of Lithuania in 
Poland at present residing in 
Paris do hereby will and... .” 
Also in a letter dated February 
7, 1790 to General Miesiolowski 
of the Polish Army, he wrote: 
“May I ask you to send me 
back to Lithuania. ... if you do 
not consider me fit for service. 
What am I if not a Lithuanian? 
. ...+ God knows what I can do 
for myself because I become in- 
dignant when I think of this that 
I am a Lithuanian and I have to 
serve in Poland while you have 
three generals in Lithuania.” 
These are only a few of the 
many existing proofs of Koscius- 
ko’s Lithuanian nationality. Many 
encyclopediae are presently un- 
dergoing revision to correct this 

situation. 
It must be remembered that 
during the time of Kosciusko the 
countries of Lithuania and Po- 
land were politically united. At 
that time the word Poland or 
Polish came to be used in the 


general sense, i.e. comprising 
Lithuania proper and _ Poland 
proper. The Polish claim to 


Kosciusko comes from the use of 
this term, this usage being intor- 
rect and obsolete today. 

This matter is quite serious to 
Lithuanians today, since’ the 
Liths stem from an entirely dif- 
ferent race from the Poles, their 
closest relationship being solely 
geographical. The political union 
between both countries had its 
origim when Jogaila (Jagiello), 
Grand Duke of Lithuania, mar- 
ried Jadwiga, Queen of Poland, 
and assumed the crown of Poland 
while retaining frulership of 
Lithuania.

Further On ‘Red 
Stamp Importing 


The Foreign Assets Control sec- 
tion of the Treasury Department 
has been force to pay increasing- 
ly larger amounts of attention to 
the importation of Chinese and 


North Korean postage stamps, 
both used and unused, and of 
both recent “red” manufacture 


and earlier issues of governments 
which preceded current regimes. 
Certain of these notices were 
published in Linn’s of July 29, 
October 28 and November 18, 
1957. 

In an effort to be as liberal as 
possible toward American collec- 
tors, the Treasury Department 
phrased its rulings in rather gen- 
erous terms, retaining, however, 
the right of subsequent reexa- 
mination and revising as develop- 
ments might require in order to 
stem the flow of U. S. funds into 
the Communist areas concerned. 
Referring to these earlier regula- 
tions, the Department under date 
of March 4, 1958 wrote as follows 
over the signature of Elting Ar- 
nold, Acting Director: 


“On October 16, 1957 and No- 
vember 1, 1957 we wrote to you 
regarding the purchase abroad 
and importation of mainland Chi- 
nese and North Korean postage 
stamps. 

“We advised you that the 
Treasury Department had con- 
cluded that it would not regard 
packets or other packages of 
predominantly used stamps as 
being affected by the import 
prohibitions by reason of the ad- 
mixture therein of mainland Chi- 
nese or North Korean postage 
stamps, if such packets or pack- 
ages were not obtained from 
Communist sources either direct- 
ly or indirectly, and provided 
that neither the total number nor 
the total value of the mainland 
Chinese and North Korean 
stamps included in any packet or 
package of stamps exceeded ten 
per cent of the total number or 
value, respectively, of the stamps 
therein. We pointed out, how- 
ever, that the Treasury Depart- 
ment would keep this matter un- 
der continuous review with a 
view to making such changes in 
the application of the Regulations 
as might seem appropriate in the 
light of developing circumstances. 


“As a result of further review 
of this matter, the Treasury De- 
partment has concluded that the 
importation of packages of 
stamps, as_ distinguished from 
stamp ‘packets’, presents special 
problems, and that the importa- 
tion of packages containing main- 
land Chinese or North Korean 
stamps in any quantities is like- 
ly to lead to circumvention of the 
purposes of the Regulations. Ac- 
cordingly, packages of elt 
other than ‘packets’ (as that term 
is usually used in the stamp 
business) may not be purchased 
or imported from any source if 
they contain any mainland Chi- 
nese or North Korean postage 
stamps. The purchase or impor- 
tation of any such package would 
be deemed to involve a violation 
of the Foreign Assets Control 
Regulations. ‘Packets’ of predom- 
inantly used stamps which are 
not obtained directly or indirect- 
ly from Communist sources, may 
continue to be purchased abroad 
and imported, notwithstanding 
that they contain some mainland 
Chinese or North Korean stamps, 
provided that in each such ‘pack- 
et’ the number of such stamps 
does not exceed ten per cent of 
the total number of stamps in the 
‘packet’ and provided that the 
value of such stamps does not ex- 
ceed ten per cent of the total val- 
ue of stamps in the ‘packet’.” 








Guatemala Announces 
Limited Red Cross Set 


Announced for “the immediate 
future” without any actual date 
being specified is a set of air- 
mails from Guatemala to com- 
memorate the Red Cross. 

Four values are designated: .01, 
.02, .03, and .04 quetzal. Colors 
and details of design are not stat- 
ed, but the Guatemalan Post Of- 
fice Department does advise that 
only 500,000 stamps of each value 
will be issued.
